dragged Into public view and diluted 
upon by merciless scandalmongers 


In his political battle with this rude 


eon of the frontier, John Qulncy Ad- 
ams, staid scion of New England" aris- 
tocracy, did not escape his full share 
of abuse. 
Jackson entered the cam- 


paign firmly convinced that Adami 
had beaten him out of the Presidency 
four years earlier by entering Into a 
corrupt bargain" with Henry Clav 


and Jackson men rang the changes on* 
these charges. 


Other personal accusations against 


Adams were eitreme and absurd. He 
^•as denounced as a monarchist 
The 


allegation that he had -written an an- 
pleasnnt poem about Jefferson a quar- 
ter century earlier wns flung at him 
He was accused of asinK public funds 
to buy a billiard table for his u*e In 
the White House. 
Jacksonian con- 


gressmen professed to be horrified at 
expenditure of public monies for "gam- 
Ing tables nnd gambling furniture-- 
thought Adams ralnly denied that any 
such fable (the inventory placed Its 
Tahie nt 501) had been bought for 
him. 
In like vein was the charge 


that he bad been e-Ttrnvngnnt !n re- 
furnishing the Enst room of the ex- 
ecutive 
nwnsion, where 
his good 


mcther had been wont to hnng out 
the Presidential washing to dry. 


Jackson's nickname, "Old Hickory" 


led ninny Democratic enthusiasts, par- 
tlcnlnrly the young men, to plant hick- 
ory poles In his honor, and numerous 
were the bloody noses and broken 
heads when the Adams men, attacking 
the Jackson partisans as they danced

In the Jackson campaign for re-eiec 


tlon against Henry Clay In JS32. Amer 
lean political caricature came Into 
Its own for the first time. The op- 
position circulated pictures of Jackson 
receiving a crown from Sfartin Van 
Bnren. the "little magician" of New 
Tork, and a scepter from Satnn- or 
represented him nnd his official friends 
as burglars aiming a monstrous bat- 
tering ram at the barred front door 
of the United States bank. 


The J.icksoniang did not rely on a 


return flre of caricature to stir the 
hearts of the people, but again plied 
•n enormous traffic In hickory poles, 
and whooped up the campaign with 
camp meetings and "torchlight parades 


The popular ferror rprept Jackson 


into office for a second term. 
But 


this method of campaigning could be 
used to as good advantage by the op- 
posiilon. should the proper candidate 
appear, ns the Whigs nbly demonstrat- 
ed In the famous "Jog cabin and hard- 
cider campaign" of 1840.
